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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: "31". Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
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matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. What is the holding unit? Is the 
holding unit the surrounding components of the switching unit? How is the switching 
unit actuated? How is this holding unit adjustable as a function of the amount of 
transmitted torque? Where is the actuating drive? Is the actuating element (36) 
considered the actuating drive? Is the clutch rotationally fixed to the support ring, or is 
there a possible rotation angle between the clutch and the support ring? Or, is the 
rotation between the clutch and the support ring just limited? What is the adjoining link 
section of the guide link? Is the sleeve (29) the adjoining section? Is the spring 
accumulator (23) the same element as the energy accumulator? Is the oblong hole (37) 
considered an actuating eccentric? 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. For example, "actuating drive" and 
"holding unit" were not defined in the specification. 

6. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1-8 are rejected as best understood under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Vogl (US Patent 5,820,365). Vogl discloses an overload clutch (See 
Fig. 1 ) with clutch bodies (1 0), multiple sets of clutch teeth (2a, 1 5a) and a driving (1 ) 
and driven (2) clutch element.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Lin (US Patent 7,032,476) shows a torque adjustable tool with 
two clutch portions. Sussman (US Patent 3,068,667) shows an adjustable torque 
sensitive coupling comprising driving and driven elements for axial and rotary 
movement. Christensen et al (PG Pub 2007/0169578) shows a linear actuator with an 
overload clutch. Armstrong (PG Pub 2006/0207775) shows a torque overload clutch 
with ball bearings urged into indentations of a cavity by spring washers. Chapman (US 
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Patent 5,040,643 discloses a radial torque limiter for a geared rotary actuator including 
an input member and an output member and multiple roller elements and axially 
projecting tabs.
